A monthly visible supply statement 
designed to take in the — stocks at 
over 900 points in the United States 
and has been inaugurated b 
Bradstreet’s. It is expected by thie 
means to do away with the inaccurate 
impression claimed to be created by 
the Ohi and New York official fig- 
ures, which continue to deat only wi 
the same twenty-one points covered 
by the first statements of some twenty 
years ago and which moreover take no 
account at present of the quantities in 
transit by rail. Bradstreet’s estimates 
that of 3,000,000,000 bus of grain wn 
yearly by the United States and Oan- 
ada, upward of 300,000,000 are annu- 
ally delivered at the ocean seaports.

The flour market has assumed a 
stronger tone during the past wee 
and although little has been done a’ 
the full ziews of the mills, agents have 
been able to dispose of some flour at 
rather better prices than could have 
been obtained a week ago.

In many in- 
stances, lots of flour consigned to this 
market which were shi and paid 
for about the middle of February, have 
not arrived as yet, and dealers are nat- 
urally getting nervous over doing bus- 
iness in this way. The better tone to 
the wheat market increases the hope- 
ful feeling in flour, but buyers are slow 
to look for any boom, and are con- 
tented to still work along on their 
former hand-to-mouth plan. The item 
of storage is sufficient to eat up the 
profits on many of the sales e, as 
the whole business is still being con- 
ducted on very small m owin 
to the closeness of competition, al- 
though the feeling was healthier than 
was the case last By wor di- 
rect from the mills and railroads, job- 
bers find that they can save much of this 
storage expense, hence no one cares to 
pile up any stocks. The condition 
of travel: oughout the northern 
parts of New England is bad, for 
where they have no snow they are 
now obliged to flounder in bcm § and 
this has a tendency to keep the dis- 
tributing trade slow.

Asked in No.5 as to any abuses 
the present method of exporting flour 
which could be correc by the con- 
certed action of American millers, we 
find that nearly all the replies specify-

Get or give a guarantee that a ship- 
ment on through bill of lading must 
leave the seaboard within a reasonable 
time, say within 30 days, afcer being 
dispatched from the west, and must 
arrive here in one, or not more than 
two lots.” “Suggest as abuses to be 
corrected, the excessive delay and 
to goods often experienced in 
transit between mill and seaboard, and 
also the delay at seaboard. The strict 
avoidance of those routes which 
experience shows to be worst in 
that way.” One firm says it is not 
aware of any abuses in present meth- 
ods of exporting. That odd cases of 
that sort occur, but ninety-nine out of 
one hundred transactions are perfect 
in every way. There is also another 
handler who has not to suggest 
and three who do not reply. 


In No. 6 criticisms of the methods 
used by the American miller in hand- 
ling his export business are asked for. 
T query, like the preceding one 
elicits much complaint of evils in the 
transit system and with t to the 


present bills of lading. Returns from 
a number of dealers are as follows: 
“The present habit of constantly 
changing quality of brands and ship-

ers are dissatisfied with ipments on

“The terms Leaps a of eo of 
lading are in our opinion very loose, 
and afford such facilities to ship own- 
ers and others to evade responsibili 
for loss in weight or damage receiv 
weiicngy he ag handl and careless- 
ness, that it is difficult to recover a 
claim.”” ‘‘American millers would find 
it to their advantage to give each 
house they do business with a line of 
brands for sole use. When a brand 
gets into several hands, ‘cutting’ at 
once begins, and the usual result is 
that it is worth no one’s while to push 
the business.”” ‘The American miller 
in the handling of his export business 
is too eager for business when it is not 
forthcoming and too shy when it is. 
The speculative element dominates his 
ideas too much.” ‘‘Millers should try 
to keep their brands always on the 
market. If they have a good mt 
there is no difficulty in managing this. 
We have several brands which we have 
not been out of stock of for. 30 days 
any time in the past three years.” 
“The American miller should avoid 
burdening his flour with general 
agencies and open up direct communi- 
cation with the consuming centres, 
confining his exclusive agency to a 
there who knows flour and how 
to handle it, and who has an estab- 


g | lished flour connection in his district.’’ 


“Should avoid shipping by ‘tramps’ 
and any vessels that are likely to de-

There 
are three houses, one in eae one 
in Amsterdam and Antwerp and one 
in Belfast, who find present methods 
nearly or quite perfect and do not sug- 
gost improvements. Nine do not 
reply. 

Question No. 7 ran: ‘As to sacks; 
do you have much complaint of the 
manner in which American flour is 
packed for export?’ About half of 
the firms concerned report no com- 
plaint or very little regarding Ameri- 
can sack packages. A number say that 
cotton sacks are often too w and 
should be of strong twilled material 
when used, though the weight of opin- 
ion is in favor of jute. A few report 
serious trouble on this account both 
with cotton and jute, more especially 
the former and want stronger sacks. 
One dealer remarks that low grades 
are sometimes packed too hard, which 
hurts the flour. Another says small 
sacks must be preferred for their sale 
when empty. 

Dealers were asked in Nos. 9 and 10 to 
state whether they knew of acase where 
American flour was found to be adul- 
terated and whether there was much 
complaint of this character. Opinion 
is unanimously in the a a 

enial of suc. 


firms mphatic in 

eh ang er . An Antwerp house ad- 
mits that it has never known of adul- 
teration in American goods, but says 
“but still the prejudice exists.” A Liv- 
— firm does not know of any case 
Ww. the goods have been adulterated 
in America, but does know of such 
cases in England. An Amsterdam 
dealer says irregularities in quality 
have occurred some American 
brands, which prejudices the trade.

rt occasional lack of quality claimed, 

o of whom say “but quite rarely,’’ 
and a third says “but not in well 
known brands of reliable millers.’ 
Five dealers find that American flours 
do frequently fall below quality 
claimed, four of these houses being 
in Belgium and Holland. One of these 
firms says this fact is a great draw 
to the trade, another believes it to be 


' due to a rong: Soe waynes, and a third 


says it is especially noticeable in the 
lower grades. The fifth firm making 
this complaint is in Dublin. Three 
deaiers do not answer directly or 
divide the question, saying: ‘Occurs 
more frequently in winters because if 
not made of old wheat or stored any 
length of time they are not strong 
enough.” ‘With some millers it is so 
and with others not.’ “Patents run 
more uniform than ‘ower qualities. 
Recently baker’s grades of many first 
class mills have not been uniform.’ 
These three replies are from Amster- 
dam, Belfast and Glasgow respectively. 
One firm does not reply. 

Question No. 11 asks whether in 
the majority of cases of damage to 
flour the blame should be placed with 
the miller, the railroads or the steam- 
shi We find that there are but two 
dealers represented who think the 
millers are blamable for damage sus- 
tained, one firm ve hg J the responsi- 
bility to the millers first, steamships 
next and railroads third and the other 
to the habit of using tramp steamers. 
Five firms the railroads as 
mainly responsible, ons Glasgow dealer 
of this number believing the trouble 
to arise from contact with tainting 
substances or by leaky cars or undue 
—- a weg nay — 
plains of great damage 'y to ship- 
ments via Baltimore, and thinks it 
caused by woe there an unreason- 
able time for shipment. Eight firms 
lay most of the damage to steamships, 
usually specifying outside or tramp 
steamers, which are often not fit for 
the Atlantic voyage. One of the num- 
ber believes that in many cases under- 
weight is the fault of the railroads. 
Five are of opinion that responsibility 
is a ——. railroads and 
steam especially tramps. A 
Glasgow house says large quantities 
of flour have lately been put on board 
ship at Baltimore evidently damaged 
on railroads or at sheds. A second 
firm in that city thinks much of the

It is because of its nutritious 
value as food, toat the prop rtion of 
luten inthe. different varieties has 
earefally ascertained by chem- 
ists. An exhaustive analysis of the 
properties of the different varieties 
can hardly bs made by any one miller, 
: but the nearer he approache: to it the 
better equipped will he be to accom- 
ag: the work he has in hand. In 
me wren as a miller he passes 
through successive phases of develop 
ment, of which the first are rudiment- 
. By he. comes to have a 
understan of his necessiti.s. 
and by the information thus obtaine< 
he is enabled to undertake new inves- 
tigations. By a careful comparison of 
the different analyses made. he will be 
assisted in arriving at facts, which if 
pay used, can be made of value 
him. If the conditions, the quali 
of the wheat, as well as the deman 
of the trade were always the same, the 
miller could with a little effort adopt 
those appliances and methods best 
suited to his pu and from these 
he would not be obli, to change; but 
because of the instability of these fac- 
tors he is compelled to be on the alert 
to meet them. There are, however, a 
few general facts which if thoroughly 
understood and practiced will be of 
benefit.

The more uniform the temperature of 
the mill as well as the wheat through- 


out the year, the greater will be the 
probability of the miller maintaining a 
uniform de of flour. The more 


thoroughly the miller understands the 
roperties of the different varieties of 
eat he is milling, the better he can 
blend them so as to secure the most 
‘ desirable results. ‘‘The quality of the 
wheat varies, not onl th the selec- 
tion of seed and cultivation, but with 
season and climate, so that a hot sum- 
mer and a sunny clime produce grain 
with the pare nos th of water and 
greatest of nitrogen.” “The effect 
of season is practically as greatas that 
of climate, and the product of a hot 
season is harder and more nitrogenous 
than that-of a wet or cold season,” 
provided, however, the wheat has re- 
ceived sufficient moisture to allow of 
its being fally matured.

The demand for a strong white flour 
compels the miller to u%e the most im- 
proved methods in eo as well 
as the most improved machinery.

In studying the analyses of different 
varieties of wheat, also the baking of 
the flour from them, I find some 
strange facts. I took the flours made 
from Diehl, Clawson, Treadwefl and 
Mediterranean varieties, placed them 
on a board, smoothed them down, and 
the flours showed the whitest in the 
order named. but when they were 
baked into bread the inverse order was 
found to exist. The Mediterranean 
flour made a very light, white loaf of 
bread, Treadwell next, Clawson next 
and D.ehi the poorest. But a 
when these flours were blended in 
about equal parts, the bread baked 
from the mixture was whiter and 
lighter than that from the Mediterra- 
nean alone. Why the Mediterranean 
made the best bread of the four varie- 
ties. when alone, is easily ex- 
onan by the different anal given. 

ust why the blending of the four 
flours in about equal portions should 
still make a better showing is not so 
easily explained: unless it on the 
hypothesis given before in one of these 
articles, which I will n give here: 
“There will be found a deficiency or 
an over-abundance of some of the es. 
sential qualities in each of the differ- 
ent flours, while one or more of the 
others will the necessary ele- 
ments to compensate for this.”” These

WINTER WHEAT. 


Our Special Report on Crop Pros- 
pects and the Milling Supply. ~ 


The developments of the last four- 
teen > proce particularly the ae 
sev ve put a large percentage o 
the winter wheat in & condition 2s to 
which there is now no longer any 
doubt. The month of April all over 
the length and breadth of the winter 
wheat belt has been favorable. Sun- 
shine and plenty of moisture but both 
have failed to give the favorable 
change that was hoped for, hence we 
have official and other information of 
a reliable character which at this s 
of the month puts the shortage in the 
winter wheat belt at from 18,000,000 to 
86,000,000 bus, as compared with the 
preceding crop. 

The most favorable reports still con- 
tinue from Kansas, but correspondents 
who have traveled over the state re- 
ema A report to me that they are 
greatly surprised to see the decrease 
in acreage as compared with former 
seasous and also the fact that the win- 
ter wheat belt has moved westward, 
while the chances for a prosperous sea~ 
son are by no means as favorable as 
when the great bulk of the wheat was 
grown in the eastern portion of the 





state. 
The outlook in some portions of Mis- 
souri, particularly in the Missouri river 
valley, were never better than they 
are to-day, and in other parts of the 
state the outlook is jast the reverse. 
I look for a good, fair crop, but not as 
large as last season. My correspond- 
ents in Texas seem highly encouraged, 
not only with the outlook for wheat, 
but the general crop prospects of the 
state. Ample moisture would carry 
the wheat harvest. The last four- 
teon daysin Tennessee and Kentucky 
have been unusually favorable, but we 
at the north have lacked the sunshine 
they have had in abundance, and the 
wheat has been growing pf rapidly 
and recovering a good deal of lost 
ground. The state looks for a full 
crop. I do not think, however, the 
condition in Kentu is quite as favor- 
able. This takes the winter wheat 
areas south of the Ohio river and west 
of the Missouri. And it is in those 
areas that the most wheat per acre, I 
think, will be made on the crop. 
Illinois now promises to give the 
— yield per acre of any state in 
e winter wheat belt, and while other 
states have held their o there has 
been a continued depreciation in the 
general situation there since the first 
of April. I do not think Indiana is 
uite as bad. From half to three- 
‘ourths of the acreage is in good con- 
dition and promises an average crop. 
The remainder ranges from fair 
very poor. Take the state of Ohio as 
a whole, and particularly the southern 
portion of it, the showing at present is 
poor and discou: , a8 with good 
rains there has been no correspon 
generalimprovement in this state since 
Bp report.
